While no official announce- 
ment has yet been made, Mor- 
gan, who is featured in “No 
Place To Go,” the Warner Bros. 
picture opening next Friday at 
the Strand Theatre, is expected 
to be the final choice for the Red 
Shadow role in “The Desert 
Song.” 

The son of a Wisconsin lum- 
berman and banker and the pos- 
sessor of a college education, 
Morgan was never too proud to 
take any small job that would 
further his aspirations to become 
a singer and actor. When he 
couldn’t get professional work 
he was content to work as a lum- 
berjack. 

One summer he played sixty 
consecutive performances of the 
opera “Faust” over a Chautau- 
qua circuit. Six principals, a 
piano player and the scenery 
traveled in one automobile and 
averaged 125 miles daily, with 
the troupe arriving in time for 
a variety matinee every day. It 
was hard, grueling work, but 
provided invaluable experience 
for Morgan.

‘No Place to Go’ Plays Up 
Important Family Problem 


“No Place to Go,” the Warner 


Bros. picture coming to the 
Strand Theatre on Friday with 
a cast headed by Dennis 
Morgan, Gloria Dickson and 
Fred Stene, is a warmly human 
story which deals sympatheti- 
cally with an age-old problem— 
that of the relations between 
aged parents and their mature 
children. 

The father, played by Stone, 
has been happy in an old soldiers’ 
home when his son, played by 
Morgan, is promoted to district 
sales manager of his concern. He 
feels it is his duty to have his 
father come and live with him 
and his wife (Miss Dickson).

Meanwhile, he suspects that 
his son doesn’t really need him 
in the office, and he is just living 
with the young folks out of kind- 
ness. Taking a walk to forget his 
troubles, he is almost run over, 
but for the quick thinking of an 
urchin (Sonny Bupp), who lives 


with an uncle, a lazy and thievish 
man. 

The old soldier buys new 
clothes for Tommy, who inad- 
vertantly tells his uncle that his 
benefactor has a lot of money in 
a trunk at home. The boy’s uncle 
steals the money, which amounts 
to almost $1000. 

Finally realizing what a 
nuisance he has been, the old man 
decides to leave and live in the 
aged gentlemen’s home. Life 
membership costs $500. He goes 
to his trunk to get the money and 
finds 
young boy is the obvious suspect, 
but a bit of smart sleuthing leads 
him to the right culprit and he 
recovers his money. 

He convinces his son and 
daughter-in-law all will be hap- 
pier if he lives his own life, and 
they live theirs. He takes his 
little pal with him to live in the 
old gentlemen’s ‘club.’

Fred Stone Actor 
59 Years on Stage 
Now on Screen 


Celebrating his fifty-fifth year 
as an actor, Fred Stone took 
time out during the filming of 
“No Place To Go,” the widely 
discussed Warner Bros. picture 
now playing at the Strand 
Theatre, to look back on more 
than half a century of theatri- 
cal work. 

The greyed, but sparkling- 
eyed gentleman of stage, screen, 
radio and circus had little time 
for interviews as he jumped 
from one letter perfect speech 
to another on the Warner sound 
stage, but what he lacked in 
time he made up in decisiveness. 

Besides celebrating his fifty- 
fifth year before the public, he 
is also celebrating his twenty- 
first year in the movies.

They 
were westerns named “Under 
Phe--'Pop,” < “The -Goat?:..and

This problem, in its simplest 
terms, is embraced usually in 
the question of whether parents 
should live with their married 
children. In “No Place To Go” 
the chief protagonists are Stone 
as the old father, Morgan as his 
son and Miss Dickson as the 
latter’s wife. 


The matter is treated fairly, 
for there is no villainy nor 
hatred. Each has a proper affec- 
tion for each other and each one 
means to do the right thing. 
Nevertheless, as the story un- 
folds, it becomes plain enough 
that, no matter how fine the in- 
tentions of the old man and the 
two young people, the father 
realizes sadly that his place is 
not in their home. 


The old man has enough money 
to solve his own problem, and 
he does it bravely, although 
there is a bit of heartbreak over 
a parting that everyone knows 
is really for the best. And it 
happens that there is a type of 
old folks home, which is more 
like a club, to which his money 
gains him entrance. But the 
picture may leave one reflecting 
that unfortunately all such 
problems are not solved with 
such a minimum of tragedy. 

In addition to the players 
mentioned, others prominent in 
the cast include Sonny Bupp, 
Aldrich Bowker, Charles Hal- 
ton, Georgia Caine, Frank Fay- 
len, Dennie Moore and Alan 
Bridge. The production was di- 
rected by Terry Morse with a 
sympathetic understanding. 


Sonny Bupp Known 
As Real Cute Kid 


Sonny Bupp would never win 
a beauty prize but he’ll always 
succeed at anything he under- 
takes because—he’s a cute kid. 

Currently he is the youthful 
pal of the veteran Fred Stone in 
“No Place To Go,” the Warner 
Bros. feature now playing at the 
Strand Theatre which also offers 
Gloria Dickson and Dennis Mor- 
gan in leading roles. 


His success probably serves as 
inspiration and encouragement 
to countless. mothers hopeful 
of putting their off-spring in 
pictures.

Fred Stone quits the Soldiers 
Home to accept his son’s (Dennis Morgan) invitation to live with 
him and his wife (Gloria Dickson). But the old man doesn’t fit into 
their way of living and their friends. He becomes attached to a 
poor boy (Sonny Bupp), and meets likeable friends at a gentlemen’s 
club, an old men’s home. When his money is stolen suspicion fastens 
on the youngster, but Stone clears things up, also straightening out 
his home life. He takes the boy with him to live with their new pals. 


Warmly human is “No Place 
To Go,” the new Warner Bros.

That is hardly a surprise, 
however, inasmuch as it was 
based on the stage hit, “Minick,” 
which was written by two such 
keen and understanding obsery- 
ers of the human scene as Edna 
Ferber and George S. Kaufman. 
And in adapting it to the screen 
a trio of scenarists, Lee Katz, 
Lawrence Kimble and Fred 
Niblo, Jr., lost none of the sim- 
ple, “folksy” flavor that was so 
appealing in the original. 

So it is a tale of the sort of 
people everyone knows, and it 
deals poignantly with a situa- 
tion which is universal—the de- 
sign for living which must be 
worked out in families where 
there is an aged parent, or 
parents, and children who have 
reached maturity and married. 

The complications begin when 
the old man, played by Stone 
leaves the old soldiers’ home, 
where he has been happy and 


content, at the insistence of his 
son, played by young Morgan, 
and moves to the home of his 
son and daughter-in-law. 

All three have the best inten- 
tions but it does not take very 
long for the old man to realize 
that it would be best for all con- 
cerned if he made his home 
apart from that of the young 
couple. The generations are as 
far apart as the poles, and it is 
the old father himself who 
makes the move that is so in- 
evitable. 

If top acting honors must be 
assigned to anyone, they should 
go to Stone. Morgan, is a pleas- 
ant surprise as a sympathetic 
and understanding character. 
And Miss Dickson, makes the 
most of her opportunities to 
demonstrate that she can do 
other things besides act the 
best lady villain on the screen.

Brief essay contest limited to 150 words for persons who 
think up most interesting local places to go and visit. This 
should be good for newspaper space tie-up because of 
booster interest in making the home spots appear more 
attractive to stay in and the money circulating in. 


Help Destitute Family 


Locate a poor family being theatened with eviction, and 
chip in towards a collection to pay the first month's rent for 
the family in a new location. And include enough in the 
collection for groceries, too. Set up collection basket in 
theatre lobby into which patrons chip in for family with 
No Place To Go. Inform newspapers that your staff was 
so moved by film that it started this fund. 


Teaser Throwaways 


Distribute these teaser cards and throwaways on streets 

and from your theatre lobby: 

"NO PLACE TO GO?' Come along for the thrill of your life 
. with the two grandest guys that ever hit this town! 

See 'No Place To Go,' now playing at the Strand Theatre. 


Plug Author Team 


Edna Ferber has authored such famous books as 
‘So Big,’ ‘Cimarron,’ 'Come and Get It,’ and most 
recently, ‘A Peculiar Treasure.’ Arrange window dis- 
play of her works and contact book stores for display 
of stills from the picture 'No Place To Go,' which 
was adopted from the play, ‘Minick,’ by Edna 
Ferber and George S. Kaufman. 


Contact literary groups and reading clubs. Offer 
publicity material and stills from film. Tie-in with 
local library to open temporary unit in lobby, offer- 
ing available lending copies of Edna Ferber's books 
to patrons for usual duration. Insert markers plug- 
ging show and theatre.
